Applicants  for  the  course  must  possess  a degree 
in  Pharmacy. 

Applications  will  only  be  considered  if  accompa- 
nied by  the  full  fee.  The  course  may  be  withdrawn 
if  there  is  an  insufficient  enrolment.  Should  this 
be  necessary,  the  fees  will  be  refunded  in  full.  In 
the  case  of  withdrawal  from  the  course,  refunds 
will  be  made  only  if  requested  before  the  second 
lecture.
